They knew the vir¬ 
tues of mustard poultices and of mus¬ 
tard as an emetic. As a remedy for 
the stings of scorpions and serpents 
they pounded It, mixed It with vine¬ 
gar and applied It to the wound.

The liquor thus produced they called 
mustuni ardens. which means burning 
wine. The word mustard is probably 
derived from this.

Packages containing eggs should be 
marked. "Eggs.” 

Packages (containing perishable 
matter should be marked “Perish¬ 
able.” 

Packages containing liquids, Jellies, 
etc., should be marked "Fragile.” 

Don’t pack eggs, berries or simitar 
produce In a.thin pasteboard box. 

Eggs wrapped separately and sur¬ 
rounded in cotton or excelsior and 
packed in a strong corrugated paste- 
(board, wooden or metal box. can be 
sent any- distance. 

Don’t put any writing in the pack¬ 
ages, unless It is a bll' for the goods, 
or a description cf th^Hiontents of 
the package. 

Do not send perishable matter ro 
that it will arrive In the city on a 
Saturday evening or on Sunday—un¬ 
less you use a special delivery stamp. 

Consult your postmaster as to the 
best time for mailing country produce 
so as to reach the city at the best 
hour; the quickest time and In the 
best condition.

Encouraging Wool Growing 

Wapl growing is a neglected Can¬ 
adian industry. The government of 
N Canada has found it necessary to reg¬ 
ulate the grading and selling of wool. 
The big wool countries of the world 
have done for the wool growers what 
the Canadian government has done 
for the wheat growers, and the day is 
surely coming when regulations of 
this kind will be worked out -here, 
says the “Canadian Courier.” 

Tho Dominion department of agri¬ 
culture has issued a circular stating 
that it is prepared to offer practical 
assistance this year to associations of 
wool growers. Such an association 
must contain at least enough sheep 
to supply one carload of wool. Where 
an association of this kind exists, the 
department is prepared to supply the 
services of expert wool classifiers 
who will perform the necessary grad¬ 
ing. There will also be a central 
bureau at Ottawa for the distribution 
of current Information respecting do¬ 
mestic and foreign markets. Tills is 
a move In tile right direction and 
should pave the way for the placing 
of the wool growing industry on a 
sound financial and scientific basis.

Ireland Leads In Poultry 

According to the latest British of-' 
fleial census of poultry, there were 
In England Scotland and Wales 32,- 
236,000 chickens, 2,836,000 ducks, 712,- 
000 geese and 697,000 turkeys, while 
In Ireland there were 17.664,172 
chickens, 3,477,044 ducks, 1,338,352 
geese and 1,051,667 turkeys, making 
a grand total of 60,639,195 fowls. This 
is perhaps an understatement, as no 
account Is taken of the poultry 
owned by many small keepers nor 
of the thickens, ducks, etc., hatched 
after the taking of the census. Were 
these added it is estimated that the 
total would be increased by about 30 
per cent. 

The poultry industry of this coun¬ 
try is receiving increased attention 
and it is believed that the number of 
fowls will be greatly Increased dur¬ 
ing the next few years. Because of 
these conditions the use of incubat¬ 
ors bas naturally increased. At the 
same time the number of manufac¬ 
turing firms also Increased, with the 
result that competition is now keen. 
Incubators, brooders and foster 
mothers are almost invariably sold 
by the manufacturers direct; and not 
through agents, although, of course, 
poultry supply houses obtain . them 
upon order.—U.S. Consular .Report. _

"If It is the 
Amelrcan Artist," the commander-in- 
chief sent back word, "let him go 
anywhere he wants to go.” "hat 
photographer had seen to It that he 
was "solid" With the great Japanese 
commander. 

Tho travelling commercial photo¬ 
grapher who gathers for us llko- 
nesses of foreign parts and strange 
events, must have an outfit like an 
explorer. If he Is going to the far 
north he must have the dog-train 
equipment of a Pole-hunter. Camels 
Will carry him in Asia, and elephants 
tn India. In Africa he must depend 
npon a caravan of native porters. 

On one occasion Mr. H. G. Pontine 
climbed the Japanese mountain As- 
ama-Yama to get a picture of Its era- 
-ter. His helper stood waiting with a 
second camera when he advanced to 
the edge of the volcano’s mouth. Sud¬ 
denly an eruption occurred, and the 
assistant, as quick as lightning, dart¬ 
ed, and was able to secure a magnifi¬ 
cent picture. 

Probably no war photographer ever 
had a more terrible experience than 
that which befell Mr. Wille. He ac¬ 
companied the Boer armies during 
their war with England, as represen¬ 
tative of a Dutch newspaper. The 
thrilling pictures were to be had at 
the front of the battle line; so, to get 
Into closer touoh with events, Mr. 
Wtllo fought as a Boer soldier. Six 
of his front teeth wore knocked out 
—ono fey a bayonet thrust, another 
by a blow from a musket butt, a?d 
the otlyers when, In charging on 
horseback, he was thrown headlong 
on his face. On four occasions he 
was shot. Once he lay, unconscious 
on a battlefield for sixteen hours. For 
fourteen weeks he was carried about 
In a Boer ambulance. HeJost eighty- 
two pounds In weight. But all the 
time when possible, he was taking 
or developing photographs. 

The camera men, sighing Uke Alex¬ 
ander, for more worlds to conquer 
have turned their attention to the 
jungle. Mr.- C. G. Schillings, the Ger¬ 
man scientist. Is celebrated among 
animal photographers. He, was once 
charged by a herd of twenty-five ele¬ 
phants. He managed to kill the lead¬ 
ing animal, and so turned the herd. 
Had they continued their charge no¬ 
thing could have saved him. On an¬ 
other occasion Mr. Schillings was 
swamped In an African river, close 
to a pool frequented by alligators. His 
comrades on the bank at once opened 
fire on the alligators, while others 
formed a human chain and drew him 
ashore. On still another occasion two 
rhinoceroses scented Mr. Schilling 
while he was taking their picture. 
They charged together. Mr. Schill¬ 
ings grabbed a gun and dropped both 
rhinoceroses, but they were up again 
and after him with astonishing aeii 
lty. He dodged behind a thorn biuh, 
but one animal went each way. The 
photographer was caught between 
them. Just as they were.on him they 
collapsed. * 

During an International yacht race 
he once ■ tried to get a head-on pic¬ 
ture of the Valkyrie. Tho big yacht 
completely shut off the wind from 
hla little twenty-foot sloop, and there 
he was becalmed under the very 
prow of the on-rushing racer. He 
was capsized, and barely escaped 
with Ills life. On another occasion 
his boat was crushed by the Impact 
of a diver whose armour had been 
pumped too full of air by an Inexper¬ 
ienced helper, and who shot upward 
through tho water with the force of 
a torpedo- Once a dummy torpedo 
sent Mr .Symonds’ boat to the bot¬ 
tom during some naval manoeuvres. 
On one occasion this daring photo¬ 
grapher was caught at tho bottom of 
the sea in a sunken submarine. Once 
he was nearly thrown from the fight¬ 
ing top of a warship by a sudden 
larch of that vessel. A barge on 
Which he was working was sheared 
fn half by a a speeding torpedo boat. 
—Montreal Star. 


Exports to Canada 

Replying to a question In the Brit¬ 
ish house of' commons, John Burns, 
president of the board of trade, said 
that exports of a total value of over 
£23,000,000 were made to Canada, 
from the United Kingdom during 
1913, 84tt per cent of which were 
wholly or chiefly Manufactured here; 
£34,000,000 to Australia and £10- 
000,000 to New Zealand.

On 
most of your western farms I have 
noticed that the barn Is often a larg¬ 
er and more handsome building than 
the house. How some of your men 
can live the year round In a plain 
wooden house built, as it seems, In 
the middle of a plain, I cannot nndee- 
stand.” 

Mr. Harding said there was little 
to compare in the Mrmiug of the two 
countries, as half the year Canada 
wag In the throes of a severe winter 
and In New Zealand It is practically 
summer al the year round. He nad 
been most particularly struck with 
the fsrmlDg district around Niagara. 
“It Is a beautiful country and more 
resembles our northern (arming 
lands.” 


WELCOME FOR P.RINCE ALEX 

Standard’of Empire 8ays Objections 
Founded on Old Fear of Court 
at Ottawa 

The Standard of Empire, comment¬ 
ing on objetcions which have been 
raised In Canada against the appoint¬ 
ment of Prince Alexander of Teck, as 
governor-general, to succeed the 
Duke of Connaught, says: 

. “It seems to us that the ground of 
[clrtlclsm is the old fear that an at¬ 
tempt might be made to establish a 
court at Ottawa and found a royal 
house of Canada. There Is no reason 
to suppose that the Prince and Prin¬ 
cess Aleaxnder will be desirous of 
making alterations in the established 
order of things. 

“Those who have considered the 
matter carefully will agree that it Is 
of vital Importance to an Imperial 
understanding that the office of gov- 
erjorgeneral In the great TJbmlnlons 
should bo regarded In the same light 
as the crown Itself, above party poli¬ 
tics. It Is to the advantage of all that 
the occupauts of vice-regal positions 
should be chosen so far as possible 
from amo.og those who have not been 
closely identified with any party. 

“The few Jarring notes which have 
been struck refer, of course, to the 
principle, based on misconception, we 
think, and not to the new governor- 
general, and his wife as individuals. 
But their reception in Canada will be 
warmer for the fact that the question 
has been raised at all.”

ANCIENT CEREMONY AT TOWER 

First Description Published of Rout¬ 
ine Performed Daily for Two 
and a Half Centurlea 
Picturesque ceremonies are always 
Interesting, more especially those 
that have a long history and have 
been handed down through the ages. 

One such—the more interesting in 
that it is vefy little known—the cere¬ 
mony of the King’s Keys at the Tow¬ 
er of Ldndon—is described In detail 
for the first time by Mr. Foulkes, tho 
curator of the Tower armory. 

The King’s Keys has been perform¬ 
ed every night since about 1660, and 
yet the public Is never admitted to 
view It. As Mr. Foulkes says, “The 
ritual la" carried out in the silent, 
shadowy gloom of the deserted by¬ 
ways of the Tower, and there Is no 
note of modernity or publicity to mar 
Its impressiveness.” At the end of 
the ceremony the chief warder takes 
eft his hat and cries in a loud voice. 
“God bless King George.” The guard 
and escort answer “Amen.”

NO MORE MISUNDERSTANDING 

8ub-Committee to Express Senate’s 
Interpretation of Safety at 8ea 
Conference 

The United States senate foreign 
relatlqns committee has decided that 
In future there should be no chance 
of a misunderstanding over treaties 
to which the United States la a par¬ 
ty. A sub-committee was named to 
draw up resolutions expressing the 
senate's Interpretation of the conven¬ 
tion drafted by the recent safety at 
sea conference at London. 

It was understood that the contro¬ 
versy over tbe Hay-Pauncefote trea¬ 
ty and Panama canal tolls led to tbe 
committee's action. 


Over a Million' Passengers by Boat 
W7*ry Ysar- 

It la estimated that some 1,200,000 
passengers travel annually between 
Great Britain and the continent by 
the various routes, snd of these the 
great majority prefer the shortest sea 
passages, between Dover and Calais 
snd Kolkestone snd Boulogne. The 
popularity of these routes Is seen 
from the figures, which show a rise 
from 608,106 for 1903 to <89,779 lor 
1908, and . to <40,674 for last year. 
These returns indicate substantial 
progress, hut authorities claim that 
had there been a channel tunnel the 
passenger movement'’ between Eng¬ 
land and France would have shown 
much more striking developments. 
Meanwhile, until the tunnel has been 
constructed, the South-eastern and 
Chathham company are keeping pace 
with the public demands for facilities. 
They have now six services dally 
each way between Paris and London, 
with extra trains and steamers for 
bank holiday times, and at the end of 
last year owned seven steamers of 
64,200 Indicated horsepower and 8,- 
006 tons registered tonnage, with 
eight steamboats of 260 tons net and 
under. The company has also being 
built a new steamer on the same lines 
as the Engandlne and the Riviera, the 
two newest boats in the company’s 
service, which are great succrises. 
The new boat will be turbine-driven, 
with three shafts and of 1,674 tons re¬ 
gister, a speed of 22 knots, and cap¬ 
able of carrying 1,318 passengers. 


Superintendent for B.C. 

British Columbia has chosen a new 
superintendent of agricultural educa¬ 
tion. It Is Mr. J. W. Gibson, who Is 
now science master and superintend¬ 
ent of the school garden at the Ot¬ 
tawa Normal school. Mr. Gibson car¬ 
ries a wide experience and training 
to help him In the duties of his new 
post. He 1 b a native of Osgoode town¬ 
ship. Carleton county, and passed his 
high school examinations at Konpt- 
ville, Ontario. After teaching for a 
time, he passed the. Ottawa Normal 
school, and subsequently became 
Identified with the establishment of 
the school gardens of Carleton coun¬ 
ty, wtych' were conducted under the 
Macdonald fund. These were at 
Carp, Galetta, Richmond, and North 
Gower. Mr. Gibson is an M.A., of 
Queen’s university, medallist in bot¬ 
any and animal biology, and has 
taken courses pertaining to his spec¬ 
ialty—the teaching of agriculture— 
in New York State College of Agri¬ 
culture, Teachers’ College, Columbia 
University, New York, Ontario Agri¬ 
cultural College, Guelph, and Clark 
University, Worcester, Massachus¬ 
etts. Mr. Gibson, for the past five 
years, has been In his present posi¬ 
tion. Previous to that he was travel¬ 
ling instrjctor In agricultural school 
gardens, under the Macdonald rural 
schools movement. He Is a capable 
and popular teacher, and an earnest 
and sincere worker In the cause he 
has espoused. He begins his new 
work In British Columbia, July 1, of 
the present year. 

Mr. Gibson’s appointment In Brit¬ 
ish Columbia is one of tbe results 
of the distribution of 'tho various 
provincial shares of the Dominion 
government” grant under the agricul¬ 
tural Instruction act.—F.W.D., in 
Montreal Herald. 


Get Ready for the Fair 

Now Is. the time to commence get¬ 
ting exhibits ready for the fair. 

Farmers too often leave everything 
to cbanco. If their gardens do well, 
they at the last moment decide on 
showing some vegetables. If a calf, 
lamb, or colt does well It is taken to 
the show. This Is not making the 
best of the farm. Every farmer 
should have in bis mind at all times 
the production of the best, yes, prize 
vegetables, prize calves, lambs, pigs 
and colts. 

Extra cultivation, abundance of 
well rotted manure, tho best seed pro¬ 
curable, and then continuous cultiva¬ 
tion, thinning, weeding and hoeing, 
will bring results in the garden. 

Clean quarters, good feed and regu¬ 
lar feeding will tell on young stock. 
Handling of 'colts and calves, wtih 
careful brushing, will make tehm 
ready for the show ring An untrain¬ 
ed colt never shows well. A growthy, 
clean, sappy calf always commands 
attention. 

No awkward,* rough looking. Ill fed 
and dirty colt or calf ever took a first 
prize. 

A well fed, well groomed and well 
handled colt or calf Is always a credit 
to the owner, prize or no prize. 


Experiment a Success 

The grouting experiments which 
have been in progress at' the old Lon¬ 
don post office site, with a view to 
determining the possibilities of 
strengthening tbe foundations of St. 
Paul’s cathedral by Injecting liquid 
cemept in to the subsoil have been 
successful. A number of borings 
have been made, and tbe liquid ce¬ 
ment has been Injected into them by 
compressed air The cement has per¬ 
meated the subject for a considerable 
distance round each of the borings; 
and not only gravel and sand but also 
clay has been transferred into a solid 
concrete mass. It la probable that 
the process will now.be applied to 
the subsoil under the St. Paul's cath¬ 
edral. 

In the course- of excavations car¬ 
ried on In connection with the experi¬ 
ments the remains of a Roman pot¬ 
tery were uncovered, c-bout 20 yards 
below the surface. This pottery ex¬ 
isted In the first or second century, 
and It made use of the bed of pot 
earth which extends from the post 
office site to St. Paul's cathedral. A 
large quantity of broken pottery, 
some of it of excellent quality, some 
human bones, and a large number of 
bones of animals, as well as coins 
have also been found. 


A Souvenir 

In the course of some road making 
on the property of the Dallas road, 
formerly belonging to Senator Mac¬ 
donald, and at the foot of a large oak 
tree, a round shot weighing two 
pounds was dug up. It is supposed 
to be a souvenir of tbe old days of 
Spanish occupation. ’ Brass guns 
were then in use by tbe Spaniards.— 
Victoria Colonist 


nEHUHL POSTAL 
RATES TOJE LOWERED 

GENERAL RATE OF THREE 

CENTS FOR LETTER P08TAGE 
TO BE ESTABLISHED • 

The TrienflTsl Conference of Postal 

Union to be Held'In September to 

Adopt the New Rate, According to 

Present Plane. 

Tbe London Stai*dard declares the 
triennial conference of the postal 
union in September next will estam 
llsh an lnternatloLal rate of three 
cents for letter postage. Some of the 
nations advocate the adoption of 
world penny postage, but the major¬ 
ity favor the three cents comprom¬ 
ise. 

Thanks to the earnest advocacy of 
Sir John Henniker Heaton, penny 
postal exists throughout the British 
empire, and there Is penny postage 
between Great Britain and the United 
States, but the letter rate between 
Britain and France remains at five 
cents. 

King George is ssserfed to be a 
convinced adherent of world penny 
postage, and is said to have been 
grievously disappointed that he was 
not able, when he recently visited 
France, to announce that penny post¬ 
age bad been adopted and a new link 
formed in tbe entente cordlale. 

Sir John Henniker Heaton insist¬ 
ently urged the British postmaster- 
general to adopt tho Anglo-French 
penny postage early enough to enable 
the king to make the announcement 
when In Paris, but Mr. Hobbouse. the 
present postmaster-general, deferred 
bis decision until tbe postal union 
conference. 

Australia Is known to favor penny 
postage, but tbe majority of coun¬ 
tries have decided upon the three 
cent rate commencing In 1916. iSir 
John Henniker Heaton, who Is the 
accredited representative of the Aus¬ 
tralian commonwealth to the postal 
union conference, declines to attend 
In view of tbe impossibility of coun¬ 
teracting the opposition of official re¬ 
presentatives of other governments. 

He recalls that- prior to the adop¬ 
tion of the Anglo-American penny 
postage, be furnished guarantees by 
Andrew Carnegie and John Wana- 
maker against loss, but these were 
returned by the British government. 
He adds that he has now furnished 
guarantees against loss by world pen¬ 
ny. postage from “gentlemen whose 
financial stability Is recognized in 
every country in Europe.” The gov¬ 
ernment has, however, again return¬ 
ed the guarantee but refused the pen¬ 
ny post. 

Sir John, who is 66 years ago. is 
still hopeful of living to see his Ideal 
world penny postal plus universal 
penny a word telegrams. 


TIMBER ROYALTIES 


Profit-sharing Bet Aten Government 
and Licensee 

The present 1 Timber Royalty act of 
British Columbia la chiefly significant 
In all timber royalties, suhsoquent to 
January 1, 192)0, on the sale value of 
the timber cuti over and above an ar¬ 
bitrarily fixed 'price of <18 per thous¬ 
and feet boata measure. The per¬ 
centage taken, by the government of 
this prospective value-increase will 
> be at first 26 per cent., gradually ris¬ 
ing to 40 per cent, in the succeeding 
25 years. 

This Is no new principle, for as 
early as 1889 the Dominion govern¬ 
ment required from holders of timber 
limits In western Canada a royalty 
of 6 per cent, of (be total sale value 
of the lumber cut, which value was to 
be based on the average price obtain¬ 
ing during the three months pr?ced- 
lng the sale. But at that time the 
price of lumber was not cufftclenily 
high to bring In any very large rev¬ 
enue on this percentage basis, so In 
1898 the stumpage dues were chang¬ 
ed to the fixed rate of 60 cents -per 
thousand feet, board measure, which 
1 b the rate at present. Although the 
retention of tho percentage royalty 
would have secured larger returns 
from this sou'*ce with tho steadily ris¬ 
ing lumber prices, yet the principle 
of selling the timber at a widely ad¬ 
vertised public auction ensures the 
obtaining, through the additional bon¬ 
us offered, practically the same price 
for tho timber without the former In¬ 
convenience of constantly adjusting 
the stumpage dues. ~ 

As the competitive sale of timber 
by means of the horns system is com¬ 
mon throughout Canada, there Is lit¬ 
tle likelihood that the government 
does not secure a fair share of the 
present value of the timber sold, and 
by reserving the right to alter the 
stumpage dues as the price of lumber 
inereases, a share in its future value 
Is also ensured. 


Man-Eating Fish of the Brazils 

Theodore Roosevelt, in an article 
entitled “A Hunter-Naturalist in the 
| Brazilian Wilderness,” In Scribner's 
magazine, tells us of the deadly pir¬ 
anhas, the fish-cannibals. They do 
not, however, eat their own kind, 
when they can obtain the flesh of 
men. 

When dead piranhas, “and even 
when mortally injured piranhas, with 
the blood flowing, were thrown In 
among the ravenous living, they 
were left unmolested. Moreover, 
splashing and a commotion In the 
water attracted the piranhas, where¬ 
as they rarely attacked anything 
that was motionless unless it was 
bloody. Dead birds and mammals, 
thrown whole and unskinned into 
the water were permitted to float off 
unmolested, whereas the skinned 
carcass of a good-sized monkey was 
at once seized, pulled under the w^ter 
and completely devoured by the 
blood-crazy flsli. 

One of the party who had dropped 
something of value waded In after It 
to above the knees, but went very 
slowly and quietly, avoiding every 
possibility of disturbance, and not 
venturing to put his hands into the 
water. But nobody cop Id bathe, and 
even the slightest disturbance In the 
water 1 , such as that made by scrub¬ 
bing the hands vigorously with soap, 
Immediately attracted the attention 
of the savage little creatures, who 
darted to the place, evidently hoping 
to find some afilmal In difficulties.* 

Once, while some Indians were at¬ 
tempting to launch a boat, and were 
making a great commotion In the 
water, a piranha attacked a naked 
Indian who belonged to the party 
and mulitated him as he struggled 
and splashed, waist-deep In the 
stream. Men not making a splashing 
and struggling are rarely attacked; 
but if one la attacked by any chance, 
the blood in the water maddens 
the piranhas, and they assail the 
man with frightful ferocity. 


English Firms are Refused Contract 

Assistant Secretary Roosevelt of 
the American navy announces that, 
notwithstanding the lower bidding of 
English manufacturers for tbe bunt¬ 
ing used on American warships, none 
but American bunting will be used. 
He gave this assurance to Represent¬ 
ative Rogers of Massachusetts, who 
called on him in regard to the mat¬ 
ter. 

Mr. Rogers said that two concerns 
In Lowell, manufactured all the hunt¬ 
ing in this country and that, under 
the new tariff law, the C. B. Brook 
Company of Bradford, 'England, bid 
$34,683 for the contract for furnish* 
lng the bunting to the navy, the New 
England Bunting Company of Lowell, 
<44,625 and the United States Bunt¬ 
ing Company of Lowell, <43,095. 


Ultra Violet Rays 8ucceed 
The Milan correspondent of .the 
London Daily Chronicle records fur¬ 
ther remarkable successes which the 
young Italian engineer Olullo UBVI, 
has achieved with the ultra-violet 
rays. Ullvi last year demonstrated 
the explosive power of these rays In 
the presence of experts cf the British 
admiralty after he had experimented 
In France. Ullvi then claimed that 
he had proven the efficacy of his in¬ 
vention to fire explosives at a dis¬ 
tance of several miles, but the ex¬ 
perts viewed his demonstrations cold- 


The Daylight Saving Idea 

Tbe “fast time” idea is spreading 
throughout the west with greater 
rapidity even than was to be expect¬ 
ed. People naturally are conservative 
about' such things as making changes 
in the time, yet several towns have 
adopted daylight saving already and 
others are discussing it 

Calgary, for one instance, has 
taken the idea up, and aqtlon is pos¬ 
sible shortly. 

Weyburn, Sask., has subscribed al¬ 
most unanimously to a petition for 
the establishment of fast time there. 
The petition which will be presented 
to the city council bears the signature 
of over 100 business men of that city, 
and a great many other residents. 
There has been practically no opposi¬ 
tion to the plan, tbe feasibility and 
desirability of which no one there 
doubts after Regina’s successful ex¬ 
periment. 

Melfort, Sask., has likewise taken 
up the idea, and the change has al¬ 
ready gone into effect there. 

Regina is experiencing tbe real 
benefits of the plan these days and 
will continue to do so throughout the 
summer. For a time, of course, the 
weather was disagreeable, and the ex¬ 
tra hour of daylight did not make any 
great difference.' But now with the 
tine weather, tho loufj evening day¬ 
light hours are appreciated to the 
full. For those interested in baseball, 
as most of us are, the change will 
prove most desirable, as was shown 
pretty conclusively recently.—Prov¬ 
ince. 


COL. ROOSEVELT REPLIES 

Says British Geographer Has Paid 
His Greatest Possible 
Tribute 

Colonel Theodore Roosevelt has re¬ 
plied to*Sir Clements Markham’s crit¬ 
icism of his discovery of an unknown 
river in Brazil, by saying that the 
British geographer had unconsciously 
paid the greatest possible tribute to 
what he had done. He declared the 
best existing maps to be utterly 
wrong In regard to all this part of 
South America, and Bald that they 
made mistakes ae to the courses of 
tbe Cyparana and Juruena affluents. 

The mountains given on the maps 
were, according to tbe colonel, mostly 
Imaginary. He said that while his 
party had embarked on a mountain, 
the maps indicated a \ alley. 

The lower part of the river he had 
explored, said the colonel, had long 
been known to rubber gatherers un¬ 
der the name of the Arponan, and the 
upper part as the Castanho, but it 
had not been mapped, while the exis¬ 
tence of the river he had descended 
was not hinted at In Bartholomew’s 
map. 

CAVALRY HORSE RANCH 


Alberta Land Leased to National Live 
Stock Excnange, Limited 

The lease of 66,120 - acres of graz¬ 
ing land south of the Red Deer Rlv.er 
in Alberta to the National Live Stock 
Exchange, Limited, of Montreal, for 
the raising of cavalry mounts for the 
Canadian government and the British 
war office, has been ratified. The Na¬ 
tional Livestock Exchange Is repre¬ 
sented by its president. M. J. O'Brien/ 
and its secretary, F. W. Rouse. 

The land is to be used by this com¬ 
pany In the breeding of half bred 
cavalry remounts from thoroughbreds 
to the number of not less than 1,600 
a year after 1916. The Canadian gov¬ 
ernment Is to have first right of pre¬ 
emption at n maximum price of <260 
per horse and the war office to have 
pre-emption rights on the animals 
which remain. The land la leased at 
two cents an acre, or a total of <1,303 
per year.

I ffflfHD OF CMUUtt 

HE DI8PLAYSD MARKED 8KILL 

AND TACT AS GOVERNOR- 
GENERAL OF CANADA 

The Duke Remelned a Devoted 

Friend of Canada All Hie Life—In¬ 
strumental In Creating Interest In 
* Emigration to Canada. 

The Duko of Argyll, who died re¬ 
cently after a abort Illness, la tbe 
second ex-governor-general of Can¬ 
ada to pass away In the present year. 
Ilia term of service from 1878 to 1883 
spent In the Dominion waa one which 
saw the dawn of a great era of pros¬ 
perity. 

It Is said that when Lord Beacoae- 
fleld first proposed the appointment, 
the, Duke of Argyll expressed hesita¬ 
tion as to being Insufficiently equip¬ 
ped to assume the office. Queen Vic¬ 
toria, however, pressed him to accept, 
with the result that he becamo one 
of tbe best and moat popular of gov- 
ernors-general. 

The eldest son of the eighth Duke 
of Argyll, a peer with a reputation In 
politics, science and literature, and 
a daughter of the second Duke of 
Sutherland, the Duke waa born at 
Stafford House, In London, on Aug. 
6th, 1846. Until he waa fifty-five he 
waa known aa the Marqula of Lome. 
In his education he combined in turn 
the schools and universities of Scot¬ 
land and : England—Edinburgh Acad¬ 
emy and Eton, St. Andrew’s and Trin¬ 
ity. College, Cambridge. 

In 1868, he entered parliament aa 
Liberal member for Argyllshire, 
which he represented for ten years, 
during tour of which fee was private 
secretary to his father, the Secretary 
of State for India, in Gladstone’s first 
ministry. 

He married the Princess Louise, 
fourth daughter of Queen Victoria, on 
March 21, 1871. The marriage cere¬ 
mony was performed In St George’s 
Chapel, Windsor, by the Bishop of 
London, assisted by the Bishops of 
Winchester, Oxford and Worcester. 
He was created a Knight of the This¬ 
tle In 1872. He waa created a Knight 
Grand Cross of the Order of SS. 
Michael and George. 

In 1878 he waa appointed governor- 
general of Canada. “1 believe you 
have abilities.” said Disraeli, In mak¬ 
ing the appointment At first. Queen 
Victoria was far from enthusiastic 
about it, but Disraeli's arguments pre¬ 
vailed. "The Queen, when I first 
spoke of It,” Disraeli explained to tbe 
Marquis, "thought that she would not 
like her daughter to he so far, but 
on considering that Canada is now 
only ten days off and that you might 
come home for a time every year, 
and, after sleeping over it, she was 
quite in favor of the proposal.” 

Th appointment was hailed with 
satisfaction in Cant da and tbe young 
governor-general—he was then only 
thirty-three—entered upon his term 
of office with the hearts of the people 
strongly prepossessed In his favor. 
The Marquis held the post five years, 
and proved himself a governor-gener¬ 
al of the greatest skill and tact. 
Succeeding a^nan of the ability and 
eloquence of Lord Dufferln, his task 
was one of difficulty but he accom¬ 
plished It with distinction to himself 
and profit to the Dominion. 

During his occuptlon of RIdeaa 
Hall the Marquis and His Royal Con¬ 
sort won thoroughly the esteem and 
affection of all classes of the Can¬ 
adian people. The gracious and digni¬ 
fied presence of the Princess Louise 
went far to bring success to the five 
happy years they spent In the Do¬ 
minion. 

While governor-general, the Mar¬ 
quis founded the Royal Society of 
Canada for the promotion of litera¬ 
ture and science within the Domin¬ 
ion. and In conjunction with the Prin¬ 
cess Louise, he founded the Royal 
Canadian Academy of Art 

The Duke remained a devoted 
frleDd of Canada ail his life, and in 
many ways he worked to advance the 
Interests‘of the Dominion. To Can¬ 
adians visiting Great Britain he ex¬ 
tended many courtesies. He always 
expressed his firm conviction that 
British people leaving the old homo 
could find no better place In tho 
world to go to than Canada. In con¬ 
necting with emigration It is Inter¬ 
esting to note that It was due to him 
that Information on this subject Is to 
be obtained at every post office In the 
United Kingdom. It was some time 
before he could Induce the British 
government to take the matter up. 


History Commission Appointed 
Professor Chester Martin and C. N. 
Bell, Winnipeg, and Hon. James John¬ 
son, Boissevain, have been appolntal 
aa Manitoba history commission by 
Lieut.-Gove*nor Cameron. An an- 
nounceemnt to that effect appears In 
the Manitoba Gazette. ' The duties of 
the commission, the appointment of 
which waB approved by the provincial 
legislature at tbe recent session, are 
defined as follows: To report on the 
task of shaplug and executing a sys¬ 
tematic plan for securing all such 
books, documents, maps, journals, let¬ 
ters, etc., relating to the early history 
of the province^ the best method to 
bs adopted to arrange and render ac¬ 
cessible those original sources from 
which alone an adequate knowledge 
of the history of Manitoba can bs 
granted; and on what classes of docu¬ 
ments might, to the advantage of his¬ 
torical students, be copied from the 
deposits In the archives branch of the 
Dominion government at Ottawa. The 
commission Is further directed to as¬ 
certain the nature and extent of the 
materials for local history that may 
still exist In Manitoba and the other 
western provinces of Canada, and as 
to what steps should be taken to pre¬ 
serve thpm from teatructlon.—Free 
Press-

SYNOPSIS OP CANADIAN NORTH-WEST 
LAND REGULATIONS 

/ "pHE sole head of a family, or any 
-L male over 18 years old, may home¬ 
stead a quarter-section of available 
Dominion land in Manitoba, Saskatch¬ 
ewan or Alberta. The applicant must 
appear in person at the Dominion Lands 
Agency or Sub-Agency for the District. 
Entry by proxy may be made at the 
office of any Local Agent of Dominion 
Lands (not sub-agent), on certain con- 
ditiqp4. 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years. A homesteader may live 
within nine miles of his homestead on a 
farm of at least 80 acres, on certain con¬ 
ditions. A habitable house'is required 
in every case, except when residence is 
performed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may pre empt a quarter 
I section alongside his homestead. Price 
$.7 per acre. Duties—Six months resi-
